Dear Mrs. Reade: 


Your letters concerning traffic 
conditions on that portion of El 
Camino Real which lies within” 
the city limits of Menlo Park were 
called to my attention. This is 
the -first opportunity I have had 
to reply. 

I have discussed the matter of 
speed zones and speed zoning with 
Mr. C. H. Purcell, Director of the 
Department of Public Works, as 
the Division of Highways is a part 
of that department. I find that 
the Division of Highways, under 
the authority of sections contain- 
ed in the California Vehicle Code 
which were enacted by the Legis- 
lature at the request of the cities 
in California, has made extensive 
studies of traffic conditions on 
El Camino Real through Menlo 
Park and the adjoining cities as 
well as at other locations 
throughout the State. Under stu- 
dy were the effects on traffic of a 
series of 25-mile and 55-mile 
speed zones. As a result of these 
studies the Division of Highways, 
with the approval of the local 
authorities, has established con- 
tinuous 35-mile zones to obtain a 
more orderly movement. ‘Studies 
made of conditions several 
months after the 35-mile zones 
were established have brought out 
that traffic conditions generally 
were materially improved by the 
change. 

The Director of Public Works 
informs me that he believes there 
is more to be gained toward the 
orderly movement of traffic by an 
energetic enforcement of the reg- 
ulations as they now exist than 
there would be in going back to 
the previous unsatisfactory con- 
dition. However, the Department 
of Public Works will continue 
careful observation of traffic in 
this area looking toward improv- 
ing these conditions as changes

“Green And Golden” 


William Ford Purdy of Menlo Park may be riding along 
California highways with his grandchildren and still read | 
his own words painted on conspicious signs. He is now but 
thirteen, a member of the Seventh Grade at Central School, 
but is the winner of a state-wide slogan contest held by grades 
7 to 14 in all California schools. The contest was to find the 
most suitable fire-prevention slogan for the state. 


The winning slogan that we will all be hearing on radio, 
reading on roadsides and in the press, is most appealing,— 
“Keep California Green and Golden.” 


The “green” of California that most easily succumbs to 
fire is the green of our trees. How swiftly flame can destroy 
that which has been centuries in growing. 


The “Golden” California that we must protect by con- 
stant care is not the gold of spring poppies nor the gold of 
mining camps,—but the gold of grains, our lush harvests af- 
ter months of labor. 


In California few fires are started by lightening or spon- 
taneous combustion. They are caused by thoughtless men 
and women, not one of whom would set fire to his or her own 
home by intention. Is California not a permanent “home” to 
us who live here, and at least a touch of “Summer home” to 
the visitor passing through? 


“Keep California Green and Golden” is a personal plea 
to you and to me.

Representatives of nations where there is no freedom 
of the press and where the people enjoy no privileges of per- 
sonal liberty have often remarked that the American system 
of individual freedom is a luxury only a rich nation may af- 
ford.

Why Insects Moult 

_ Insects do not increase in size in 
fhe adult or winged stage. This 
means that a small fly or other ad- 
ult insect never develops into a 
larger one. Growth takes place en- 
tirely in the immature stages, dur- 
ing which most of the feeding is 
done. In the growth of an insect, 
the body not the skin of the imma- 
ture insect enlarges, with the result 
that the dermal covering (integu- 
ment) becomes tighter and tighter. 
This finally splits and the develop- 
ing insect crawls out covered by a 
new and more voluminous skin. 
This is known as a moult. Most in- 
sects moult about three to five 
times during their period of growth. 
Following the last moult, the adult 
appears full-grown, equipped with 
legs, wings and other appendages.

The American people are strongly ¢ - 


opposed to socialized medicine. That’ 
important finding is made in a pub- 


lic opinion survey conducted by the Win A Blanket 


Psychological Corporation for the 
North American Newspaper Aui- | 
ance. 


The representative citizens polled | 
were asked: “Which is better for 
America: (A) To have the govern- | 
ment give free doctor and’ medical 
service which would be paid for by 
a tax like the social security tax; | 
or (B) the present system of med- 


ical service?” 


Sixty-three per cent approved 
the present system, only 30 per 
cent wanted socialized medicine, 
and the remaining 7 per cent 
Were undecided. 

Furthermore, the poll was brok- 
en down to show the answers of the 
four principal income groups—own- 
ers and managers, professional and 
white collar, skilled and semi-skill- 
ed workers, and unskilled ‘tabor.

Unskilled labor, which, 
according to the proponents of soc- 
ialized medicine, would benefit most 
if the government assumed the re- 
sponsibility for universal medical 
care, voted 51 per cent against and 
only 39 per cent for, with 10 per 
cent undecided.

Prove Good Risks 


The Wall Street Journal recently 
described what has happened in the 
case of the 67,000 government-back- 
ed business loans made to veterans 
since January ,1945. 

By and large, the GIs have proven 
good risks. As of May 25, the last 
reporting date, only 1412 loans had 
defaulted, though 3118 other bor- 
rowers were behind in payments. 


Blackest spot has been loans made 
to start little trucking businesses. 
Percentage of failures has been 
very high here, due largely to the 
fact that the ex-service people ran 
their equipment to death and didn’t 
service it properly. This seems to 
have been a hangover from their 
war experiences, when motor equip- 
ment was expendable.

The Redwood City School Board 
decided to start all over again con- 
cerning the controversial site for a 
new elementary school on Selby 
Lane in Atherton. 

At its meeting this week it form- 
ally rescinded all previous action. 

Then it took a new pad and star- 
ted fresh negotiations to buy the 
five-and-one-half acre Wickett 
property. 

At the same time, the board de- 
cided to purchase four acres to the 
rear of the Wickett property, land 
owned by J. W. Shaughnessy. 

Board members took the action 
at the advice of Chief Dep. Dist. 
Atty. A. S. Whitmore. He said res- 
cinding all previous action would 
eliminate a suit against the board 
filed by Mr. and Mrs. Arnold H. 
Nelson of Atherton. 

The Nelsons charged that the 
school board did not comply with 
the state educational code because 
it failed to notify the Atherton 
Planning Commission of the pur- 


Over 


Whitmore pointed out, the board 
may notify the Planning Commis- 
sion in ample time. 

The Planning Commission, as 
well as the Atherton Civic Inter- 
est League, objected to the Selby 
Lane Site, and recommended a site 
to the rear. Whitmore advised the 
board against choosing the alter- 
nate site, because it would be out- 
side the Atherton city limits and 
would offer no fire or police protec- 
tion. 

(The Planning Commission has 
offered to recommend annexation 
of the land to the City of Atherton 
if the alternate site were chosen. 
It also promised to use its influ- 
ence toward annexation of the site 
to the Menlo Park Fire District.) 

Trustee C. G. Uhlenburg pointed 
out that the alternate site would 
cost the district about $4,000 more 
than the Selby Lane site because 
of the necessity of installing streets 
and sewers.

fine mess without the pilots along. 


One of the fellows had presence 
of mind before he jumped to throw 
a life raft overboard, and Bonnet 
said it certainly saved the day. 

“We never could have made shore 
without it,” he recalled. 

Some coast guardsmen, fishing 
nearby, saw the blimp in trouble, 
and came immediately. They soon 
were reinforced by more men from 
Blunts Reef Lightship. 

The blimp, unmanned, floated in- 
land and landed on a hill five miles 
east of Eureka. The navy later re- 
ported that it would salvage and 
recommission the fugitive ship. 


Ripley and Bonnot have heen 
riding a blimp for thé past two 
years on their census missions over 
the coastal waters. Previously, Bon- 
not, who has been taking the sea- 
lion census for the past 20 years, 
tried nearly every type of transpor- 
tation to get close enough to the 
rocky isles where the sealions con- 
gregate this time of the year.
